The Athene- Clarke County Library Board met in Mr. Abit Nix' s 
office at 5 p.jh. Members present: Mrs* John J, Wilkins, Jr.,

The meeting was called to order. Mrs. Wilkins commented 
on the annual report and the needs for increased funds from 
the City and the County, Members of the Board who were present 
were lined up to see members of the City Council and the County 
Commissioners. 

Mrs. Wilkins asked Mrs. McHatton to serve a a liaison officer 
between the Library Board and the Negro Library Committee which 
we hope to set up. 

The Regional Library Board set-up was explained, and 
Mrs, Wilkins announced that she would soon ask three of this 
Athens- Clarke Library Board to serve on the Regional Board. 

Mrs. Wilkins announced that the bonds for the building 
sold for £49503, but that since expenses of the election came 
out of the sum, we had something over $49,000 for the building, 
including the purchase of the lot, which cost $17i500« 

Mr, Gunn consented to act as Chairman of the Building- 
Committee, provided Mr, Nix, Mr. Williams, Mrs. McHatton, and 
Mrs. Wilkin's would serve as members of the committee. The 
election of Mr. Gunn as Chairman of the Building Committee 
was moved by Mr. Nix, seconded, and unanimously carried. The 
decision of the Board 4)ifi go ahead with the building and to 
have Mr, Gunn as Chairman of the Building Committee is to be 
announced to the public immediately. 

The appointment of Mr. Wi lunar Heery aB Architect was moved 
by Mr. Hodgson, seconded by Kr. Williams, and unanimously carried 

The meeting was adjourned at 50^ p.m, on the motion of 
Mr. Williams, seconded by Mrs. McHatton,

Vi 1 i, ins read 
a letter from Attorney General Cook stating his opinion that it 
is constitutional for either a municipal or a county governing 
council to set up a millage rate for public library support, 

Mr. Nix suggested that ve leave con eider at inn of this long term 
plan until we had obtained ns much as we could of the 1949 budget. 



The Chairman appointed Mr, Milner and Mr. Wler as members 
of the finance committee, representing Athene- Clarice, Other 
finance committee members are Mr. Brooks from Oglethorpe *ind 
Mr. Ashford from Oconee. Mrs. Wilkins stated that Mr. Milner 
and Mr. Vler should be directed first of all to try to get the 
Clarke County Cb: missioners to give the £10.000 which w* requested. 
At Mr. i'ix'e suggestion., the Board re cons ended that the Finance 
Committee confer with tne Building Committee ohajtrnian, Hr. Gunn, 
fre ueatly in order to keep? 'Tn formed on the financial status as 
a whole.

The iifeection of officers, which is supposed to t^ke place at the 
April meeting, was deferred until the May meeting, as Mrs. McHatton 
and Mr, Wilson, who comp&aed the nominating committee, wer<= unable 
to be present. 

Discussion of the support of the library took place. It 
was generally agreed that it v7ould be well to try to get the 
Clarke County Commi s si oners to place a ml liege rate in August to 
carry the cost of library service for Athens and Clarke. In order 
to obtain the $1.50 per capita considered the minimum for support 
for public library service, ^Mr, Paul Williams and Mr* Merton Hodgson 
suggested that we ask for 2 \ mills. Mr. Hodgson and Mr. Milner 
thought we should start work towards this goal at once. Mrs. Wilkins 
asked Mr* Wler, Mr. Hodgson, Mr, Nix and Mr, Milner to serve as a 
committee to obtain the mil lage rate needed. 



Mr, Ashford commented on the fact that/new Commi b a loner is 
due to be elected in Oconee County this year, and if a Particular 
candidate is Elected, there may be a good chance of a library tax 
being put on there, 

Mr, Bloodworth and Mr, Milner said that the Committee on 
revision of the constitution wns not quite ready to resort. 

Mrs, Wilkins said that the blue prints (preliminary} for the 
building would be ready for the Board soon, perhaps n>* t week, 

Mr. Morton Hodgson was asked to take the Chairman ship of the 
Committee on Endowment for the Library.
